English first division club, Midd- 
lesbrough, is one of the oldest, 
and most respected in the Foot- 
ball League. 

It is exactly 101 years since 
The Boro was formed. 

In 1889, Middlesbrough be- 
came a professional team, but 
three years later, apparently 
thinking better of it, reverted 
to amateur status! After seven 
years in amateur Soccer, The 
Boro once again adopted pro- 
fessionalism......... and that’s 
the way they’ve remained ever 
since. 

Surprisingly, although Middles- 
brough have been one of Engl- 
and’s most distinguished clubs 
for 101 years, they have never 
won the first division champion- 
ship. Or even finished runners- 
up. 

Indeed, according to the ex- 
cellent Rothmans Football Year 
Book, Middlesbrough’s highest 
position in the championship was 
third. That was as long ago as 
1913-14 season..... after which 
the world decided to go to war! 

Old time Boro followers argue 
long and vociferously about the 
greatest player to have worn 
the famous red jersey. Was it

George Camsell, who scored 326 
goals in the League between 
1925 and 1939? Was it the 
mercurial Wilf Mannion who 
played 26 times for England 
in a year when the game abound- 
ed with brilliant performers? 
Perhaps it might have been even 
Alf Common, whose name will 
forever be in the record books 
as the first footballer ever trans- 
ferred for a four-figure fee. 
Common cost the uncommon 
figure of £1,000 in 1905 when 
The Boro paid that outrageous 
sum to Sunderland for his 
services. 
Middlesbrough, today, are still 
among the most attractive and 
enterprising teams in England. 
On this Australian tour, they 
bring with them outstanding in- 
dividuals like skipper and centre- 
half Stuart Boam, long-serving 
striker John Hickton, attacking 
full-back John Craggs and the 
gifted David Mills, David Arm- 
strong and Graeme Souness. 
They also have Phil Boersma, 
the forward who caused some- 
thing of a sensation when he was 
left out of Liverpool’s success- 
ful F. A. Cup Final team against 
Newcastle United in 1974. 


Boersma was so upset about 
missing the match of a lifetime, 
he said he would never kick 
another ball for Liverpool. He 
was transferred to Middlesbrough 
and now hopes to fulfil his 
Wembley ambitions with The 
Boro. 

Probably the most distinguish- 
ed personality in the Middles- 
brough touring party is not a 
player at all. I refer to my good 
friend Harold Shepherdson, who 
has taken over the managerial 
reigns from Jackie Charlton. 

Harold Shepherdson was Eng- 
land’s international trainer and 
assistant manager for 17 years — 
from 1957 to 1974. Nobody has 
had such a long association 
with the England side. 

“Shep” was England’s trainer 
at four successive World Cup 
tournaments — Sweden (1958), 
Chile (1962), England (1966) 
and, finally, Mexico (1970). 

It is a privilege to welcome 
Middlesbrough football team to 
Sydney Sports Ground today. I 
am sure they will give local fans 
something to talk about ....... 
and will certainly give the 
Australian World Cup squad a 
most valuable work-out.
